The opening of the tenth session ot 
McGlll School of Physical Education 
waa held Wednesday afternobii at U. 
V. C, with Prof. Dale in the chair. 
Among those on the platform were: 
Dr. Simpson, Dr. Downes./ Dr. Jones, 
Mr. Powter, Dr. Tecs, Dr. Brown, Dr. 
Robertson, Miss Cartwrlght, Miss 
Henry, Miss. Oughtred, Miss Fisher, 
Miss Haye and Miss Christy.. 

The McOIII School of Physical. Edu- 
cation was organized in 1012;' to fill 
tb-t demand (or trained, gyojinasium 
teachers, and year by year the gra- 
duates of this school have taken posi- 
tions not only In Montreal and 
throughout Canada, but oven so far 
afield as XiilculU, India. stu- 
dents in massage and remedial .treat- 
ments have worked in military hos- 
pitals abroad and many are now at 
Ste. Anne do Bellevue. 

Prof. Dale, in opening, expressed 
his regret that Miss Huilbatt, who 
had been present at every opening 
since tbe inaugiiratlon>of the achool, 
was not able to be with them on this 
occasion. Miss Hulblatt, bo said, 
bad always realized tbo need for phy- 
sical training, and bad encouraged 
high ideals in tho work. Prof. Dale 
said that the school wis entering 
upon a new era. :^IcGlll bad Incor- 
porated school in department ot phy- 
sical educaUon, and bad sanctioned 
tbo appointment of a full Umo assist- 
ant to help the director, Miss Cart- 
wright. Tho school, for tho. first 
time in its history ia offering a com- 
plete two-year course, this session. 
Hitherto tho course baa consisted' of 
one year only.|||^H&MnovaUon haa 
placed tbe school on iui equal footing 
with training colleges elsewhere. 

The fact that tho MoOHl school ia 
becoming well-known Is demonstrated 
by the large roglatratlon of atudenta 
from all over Canada, and also by the 
great number of retiuests. for gradu« 
ates.

Prof, balo expressed the hope tnat

McGlll School ot Physical Kducatlon 
was held Wednesday afternoon at n, 
V. C, with Prof. Dale in the chair.

Downes., Dr. Jones, 
Mr, Powter, Dr. Tecs, Dr. Brown, Dr. 
Robertson, Miss Cartwright, Miss 
Henry, Miss .Oughtred, Miss Fisher, 

Miss Haye and Miss Christy, , 

Tho McQlll School of Fhysloal. Edu- 
cation was organized in 1DI2, to fill 
the demand for trained gymnasium 
teachers, and year by year the gra- 
duates of this school have taken posi- 
tions not only in Montreal and 
throughout Canada, but oven so far 
afield as '.Calcutta, India, JMC Btii- 
dents In nassago and remodial .treat- 
ments have worked In mlYltary hos- 
pitals abroad and many are now at 
Ste. Anne do Bellovue. 

Prof. Dale. In opening, expressed 
his regret that Miss Hullbatl, who 
had been present at every oponing 
since the inauguration of the school, 
was not able to be with them on this 
occasion. .Miss Hulblatli ho said, 
had always realized tho need for phy- 
sical training, and had encouraged 
high ideals in tho work. Prof. Dale 
said' that tho school was entering 
upon a new era. McGill had Incor- 
porated school in department of phy- 
sical education, and had sanctioned 
the appointment of a full time assist- 
ant to help tho director, Miss Cart- 
wright. Tho school, for tho, first 
time In its history is offering a com- 
plete two-year course, this session. 
Hitherto tho courao has consisted' ot 
one year only, -rhia Inovntion has 
placed the school on an equal footing 
with training colleges elsewhere. 

Tho fact that; tho ;MoOlll sdiool is 
becoming well-known Is demonstrated 
by the large registration of students 
from all over Canada, and also by the 
great number of rcauests. for gradu* 
atos. This summer, the applications 
were so numerous that they could not 
bo complied with. 

Prof. Dalo expressed the hope inat 
both men and women may be enrolled 
In the .McGlll School of Phystcal Edu- 
cation, which is to be erected oii the 
Macdonald Campus.
